Roberts adds tne follow- 
ing on the inside of the first cover page: "This Manuscript Book tivo to 
me by Lydia Ann (Tomlinson) Cleaver, of Byberry.--liranda S. Roverts." This 
indorsement is in ‘irs. Roperee! siete eh eet Mrs. Roberts was a Bucks County 
Renee ovis of note end compiled the important 72l-page volume on the "Gene- 
alozy of the pe sreudente of John Kirk." 1912-1915. 

The Dee onrite record has apparent defects. Ina large mejority 
of instances it gives the date or burial, but not the dete of death. Again, 
it seldom mentions places. Ages, esvecially from 1854 to 1876, are seldom 
stated. Despite its defects, the record seemed to be important enough to have 
it trenseribed and preserved in the ennexed fora, In most cases ae dates 
of dertn ure not given, they can be ascertained with aoproxin:te accuracy by 
setting the dates of burial back two, three or four days. ‘The vlace of 
interment, where not specifically stated, is presuged in ee instances to
